ARMY WITHDRAWAL
FROM VERA CRUZ
PLEASES GEN, VILLA

Sends Telegram to President
Wilson to Express Satis-
faction at U. S. Move.
Mexico City Quiet.

WABHINGTON, Sept, 18—In a personal
mensage to Presldent Wilson today, sent
from Chihushua, General Villa expresses
hia satisfaction at the order for with-
drawal of the Amerlean troopa at Vera
Crus, The Villa telegram reads;

“1 have recelved with supreme ploasure
and great satisfactlon the Information
that the American forces now stationed
at Vera Cruz will shortly leave that port.
I am impelled to present to you, in my
name and that of the Mexican people,
our most cordial congratulations for this
actlion.  All the actlons dictuted by the
Ameriean Government, of which you are
the distingulshed head, respecting all mat-
ters connected with olir country, faithiully

have interpreted the sentiment an® as-
plrations of the patriotic Mexlcan people.
I respectfully salute you aa the gen-
eril-in-chief of the divialon of the North,"

There I8 pence and qulet in Mexico City
and thoe capital has wsettled down to its
normal civie life, according to ndvices re-
celved at the White Hounss today. Re-
ports that 160 policemen had been exe-
cuted were branded as false, while the
activities of General Zapata in the south
were declared "greatly exaggerated.'

Order Is belng malintained, It was sald,
and confidence Is rapldly being restored,

Reports of rlots in the streets of the
capital, the dispatech continued, were
merely street brawls between excited In-
dividuals who wera promptly suppressed
by the police, The reported suspenslon
of the decree of amnesty was put In
effect only In the cakes of those who are
still plotting agninst the Carranza gov-
ernment., «The TFederxl troops, the dis-
pateh concluded, were rapidly belng mus-
toered out.

The White House received two rude

Ing dispateh from the Mexican capital
was recelved at the executive ofMice.
